Prince Priest 
Who Gave Up 


Throne, Dies 


Fribourg, Switzerland (NC) 
Prince Max Wilhelm, Duke of Sax- 
ony and brother of the last king of 
Saxony, who renounced his rights 
to the throne when he was ordained 
to the priesthood in 1896, died yes- 
terday at the age of 80. 


Born in Dresden, the son of 
King George of Saxony, Prince 
Max was ordained by the late 
Apostolic Vicar Ludwig Wahl in 
the Cathedral at Eichstatt and as- 


signed to the Court Church in Dres- 
den, where he distinguished himself 
as a preacher of great spirit and 
energy. He was assigned later to 
St. Bonifatius Church in London 
and to St. Walpurgis in Eichstatt; 
obtained his doctor’s degree at the 
University of Fribourg where he 
was named Professor of Theology. 
He achieved wide fame as an au- 
thority on Eastern Rites and Ori- 
ental History and as advocate of a 
reunion of the Catholic and Or- 
thodox Churches. During World 
War I, he served as an army chap- 
lain on the western front and at 
the Zaithain prisoner-of-war camp 
in Saxony, but after the war re- 
turned here.

According to the opinion of au- 
thorities here, this allows for judg- 
ment and decision in individual 
cases whether or not the Rotary 
club falls within the provisions of 
Canon 684, as regards the laity. 


It is generally stated here that 
in Latin America, particularly, 
Rotary is usually associated with 
a form of freemasonry which is ac- 
tively hostile to the Church. 

In Latin America and some other 
countries Rotary has not only been 
allied with masonry, according to 
authoritative persons here, but has 
in some cases been under its direc- 
tion. Rotary clubs have also serv- 
ed in some cases as a spawning 
ground or candidacy school from 
which masonic organizations chose 
likely candidates for membership 
in their lodges.

New York—(NC)—“It should be no surprise that we

Korean Missioner Puts Final 
Touches On His New Church 


Mokpo, Korea—(NC)—The Rev. 
Patrick Dawson, Columban pastor 
of Cheju island, is perhaps the 
Number One optimist in Korea 
today. 

Although communist armies are 
overrunning the mainland for a 
second time and destroying church 
property wholesale, he is putting 
the finishing touches to his parish 
church, just enlarged to twice its 
original size. 

Cheju lies 100 miles south of the 
mainland and is Korea’s diminu- 
tive “Formosa.” It is the lonliest 

arish in the country but its lone- 
iness is appreciated under the cir- 
cumstances. 

aving begun to enlarge his 
church, Father Dawson was in a 
quandary when he heard of the 
outbreak of war in June. But being 
an incurable optimist, he decided to 
go on with the work. Despite the 
loss of many workers to the South 


Korean war effort and the short- 


age of materials the church roof 
was finished about mid-September. 
On the Feast Day of the Korean 
Martyrs, September 26, the first 
Mass was celebrated in the reno- 
vated building. 


Had Father Dawson known what 
was happening on the mainland, 
he would have held the ceremony 
two days earlier. For on Septem- 
ber 24, his superior, Msgr. Patrick 
Brennan, Prefect Apostolic of 
Kwangju, and two other Columban 
Fathers were reportedly murdered 
by the Reds in a Taejon prison. 
Cheju was not invaded. 


Father Dawson has been 
Korea since 1933. He spent four 
years in prison during World War 
II and seven months more in soli- 
tary confinement. Twice he was 
sentenced to death by the Japan- 
ese, but each time for some un- 
explained reason the sentence was 
not carried out.

Bible Sunday Will Stress 
Reading Of The Psalms 


Washington —(NC)— On Sep- 
tuagesima Sunday, January 21, 
Catholics of the United States 
again will hold the annual Biblical 
Sunday observance sponsored by 
the Confraternity of Christian Doc- 
trine in conjunction with the Cath- 
olic Biblical Association of Ameri- 
ca. Purpose of Biblical Sunday 
is to spread a greater knowledge 
and love of the Sacred Scriptures 
among the faithful. 

This year special emphasis will 
be laid on the reading of the 
Psalms, according to the Rev. Lou- 
is Hartman, C.SS.R., secretary of 
the Catholic Biblical Association. 

“These inspired hymns and pray- 
ers have always been one of the 
most favorite Books of the Bible,” 
Father Hartman declared. “The 
Catholic Church has ever cherish- 
ed the Psalms as a source of piety 
and devotion and as a book con- 
taining many of the most import- 
ant prophecies about Christ as 
Priest, King and suffering Redeem- 


er. 

“Daily readings from the Psal- 
ter, as the Book of Psalms is also 
called, form the main part of the 
Divine Office of the Church. The 
reading of the Psalms is especial- 
ly appropriate for Lent.” 

A list of “Suggestions for Daily 
Lenten Readings from the Psalms” 
has been prepared by the Catholic 
Biblical Association, the associa- 
tion secretary disclosed. Father

Fresh impetus has been given 
to the reading of the Psalms among 
Catholics by the new Latin trans- 
lation of the Book of Psalms, made 
from the original Hebrew text, 
which the Holy See issued in 1945. 
English translations of this new 
Latin Psalter have been published 
by Benziger Brothers (1945), the 
Confraternity of the Precious Blood 
(Brooklyn, 1947), Ronald Knox 
(Sheed and Ward, 1947) and the 
Catholic Book Publishing Com- 
pany (New York, 1949). 


In the summér of 1950 a new 
English translation of the Book of 
Psalms and the Canticles of the 
Roman Breviary was published. by 
the St. Anthony Guild Press of 
Paterson, N. J. This is part of the 
new Catholic translation of the 
Bible which the Catholic Biblical 
Association is preparing under the 
sponsorship of the Episcopal Com- 
mittee of the Confraternity of 
Christian Doctrine. As stated on 
its title page, the Psalms and Can- 
ticles are “translated from the 
original languages with critical use 
of all the ancient sources.” 


A special feature of this new 
English version is that it preserves, 
as far as possible, in its literary 
structure and in the arrangement 
of its lines, the balanced phrasing 
of the original Hebrew poetry of

The Rev. Andrew Grutka, Holy 
Trinity parish, Gary, and professor 
of sociology and psychology at In- 
diana University Extension, was

Unfortunately, there are many 
homes in which none of these sac- 
ramentals are found. The family 
apostolate urges us by all means to 
restore them. Holy water, used for 
so many purposes and in conjunc- 
tion with so many blessings, should 
be in every Catholic Home. Blessed 
Candles should be there too. The 
home of the family should be 
blessed. The walls of the home 
should evidence signs of religion 
sacred pictures, images, crucifixes 
and they should be blessed. 

2. Blessings for mother and 
children. Very appealing to the 
Catholic: parent should be the dif- 
ferent blessings that center in the 
child, the primary purpose of mar- 


riage: 

* the blessing of the mother

8. Prayers and devotions in com- 
mon within the family circle. Here 
we have, for instance, morning and 
evening prayers, grace before and 
after meals, special devotions in 
common within the home suited to 
certain religious feasts, to certain 
months of the year or to certain 
liturgical seasons. 

4. Celebration of patron saint’s 
days and of baptismal and wedding 
anniversaries in the home. The ba 
tismal anniversary of a child of the 
family can be made an. occassion 
for the family members to renew 
their baptismal vows. The marriage 
anniversary of the parents can be 
made the occassion for family 
group attendance at Mass, for the 
renewal of marriage promises by 
the s , and for the instilling 
into the child a high regard for the 
sacrament of matrimony. 


5. Family group attendance at 
Mass and reception of Holy Com- 
munion. There is a growing evi- 
dence of a return of these whole- 
some practices. They should be 
very fittingly encouraged. 

6. Enthronement of the Sacred 
Heart in the home. This medium 
for honoring the Sacred Heart 
within the family circle is growing 
quite rapidly. The idea behind the 
enthronement is that in the fam- 


veneration be erected for the 
Sacred Heart of Jesus, and that His 
soverign rights over the family be 
thereby recognized. The practice of 


the Enthronement itself is an ex- "tp 


ternal recognition of the fact that 
Christ is the real head of my home. 
It grew out of the promise of the 
Savior to Margaret Mary Aloco- 
que: “I will bless every house in 
which an em of my heart shall 
be exposed and honored.” 

The enthronement is a simple 
procedure. A picture or image of 
the Sacred Heart is secured and 
— in a prominent place in the 

ome. On a certain date, preferably 
when all the members of the family 
can be present, the pastor is in- 
vited to the home to lead in the 
recitation of the Act of Consecra- 
tion to the Sacred Heart for the 
family and to bless the picture and 
the home. This ceremony should of 
course be the beginning of a de- 
votion on the part of the family 
members to the Sacred Heart. 


_ Every family should have some 
little altar or shrine in the home— 
a place for the family to kneel and 
pray. It need not be pretentious— 
perhaps only a little table, or a 
shelf affixed to the wall, on which 
there are a crucifix and several 
blessed candles. Above it may be 
hung a picture of the Sacred eure 
or of the holy Family. A vigil light 
might be kept available. Children, 
properly instructed, will consider it 
a privilege to care for their shrine. 
It will do much to make the home

We Seek Harmony And Tolerance But Prejudice Divides Us 


ROM different parts of the 
nation we are hearing about 
growing tensions“ between the 
Catholic and Protestant Church- 
es in the United States. The 
editors of this paper are certain 
of this fact: Neither the Catho- 
lic clergy nor the Catholic people 
are doing anything to provoke 
any “tension.” 
At the end of the year we read 
a news item emanating from 
Chicago in which it was noted 
that a Notre Dame sociologist, 
speaking before the American 
Catholic Sociological Society, 
called attention to such a ten- 
sion. The tension exists, but it 
is all one-sided. If the Catholie 
press seems, at times, to be quite 
eritical of certain Protestant or- 
ganizations and their leaders, it 
— only because they offended 
rst. 


One would suppose that the 
Catholic Hierarchy in the 


United States was responsible 


for the appointment of a special 
envoy to the Vatican by the late 
President Roosevelt and con- 
tinued for a time by his succes- 
sor. At least the protests to the

were never inside one of them. 
Reference is made to some 
schools, in almost totally Cath- 
olie localities, where Sisters have 
been employed as teachers. For 
every one of these Sisters ape 
could find 25 Protestant minis- 
ters, especially in the south, 
teaching in the public schools, 
yet Catholics never raise any 
complaint on that score. 
Fortunately most people in 
our cities, where Catholics are 
numerous, can speak from ex- 
perience. They regard Catholics 
to be the most tolerant of all 
people. They have never heard 
of a priest delivering an anti-Pro- 
testant sermon, nor a political ser- 
mon. They have never run across 
a Catholic periodical which was 
founded to combat Protestantism, 
while they have seen many pro- 


fessedly anti-Catholic papers and 
magazines. 


Why Do They Do It? 


They know that the contribution 
of Catholics to the cause of educa- 
tion in this country is twice as 
large as that of any other group; 
that their own tax burden is de- 
creased considerably by the erec- 
tion and maintenance of parochial 
schools. They have seen reports in 
the daily papers of friendly com- 
petition between parochial and 
public schools with a large per- 
centage of the prizes going to the 
former. They have seen frequent

why Protestant churchmen should 
organize against the Catholic 
Church which has never, in a single 
instance during our long history, 
either taken such an initiative or 
retaliated. They do not blame such 
a paper as ours for telling the 
truth after misrepresentations 
will have been widely carried.

Persecution In China 


OR the benefit of all who have 
been wondering whether the 
Communist Chinese will persecute 
religion as do their brethren in 
Russia and in the countries behind 
the Iren Curtain, we submit here- 
with a statement on religious per- 
secution in China, issued by the 
Rev. Albert J. Nevins, of the 
Maryknoll Fathers: 

“Any hope that American Cath- 
olic missioners would be left free 
to carry on their extensive works 
of religion, charity and education 
in China has been dispelled by the 
wave of arrests and persecution 
now taking place. 

“The arrests of American mis- 
sioners, both Catholic and Pro- 
testant, are following a definite 
pattern that reveals a systematic 
attempt to discredit all religion 
and show that it is an enemy of 
the Chinese people. Religious lead- 
ers are first chosen for arrest, 
Sten on no evidence, but usually 
en manufactured and planted evi- 
dence. The charges are invariably 
one of the following: being an 
agent of American imperialism and

reaction (concealing weapons, 
shells, radio transmitters; bribing 
Chinese citizens ‘to act as spies), 
or being an oppressor of the peo- 
ple (defrauding workingmen, sell- 
ing opium, selling relief supplies). 

“At the present moment com- 
munist prisons hold two Maryknoll 
Bishops, seven Maryknoll priests, 
one Maryknoll Brother, three Mary- 
and four ‘Chinese 
priests from Maryknoll dioceses. 
Scores of others are under house 
arrest. Still others have been 
evicted from their missions and are 
living with Chinese Christians, or 
with missioners who are still free. 

“Mission properties have been 
confiscated. Catholic schools: have 
become communist indoctrination 
centers. Missioners are forbidden 
to attend Catholics who are sick 
and dying. In many places, no ef- 
forts are spared to separate the 
priest from his people. 


“The Christians themselves have 
come in for their share of perse- 
cution. In — in a famine 
area, Christians have been denied 
participation in relief supplies un- 
less they renounce their religion. 
Christians are refused member- 
ship in peasant organizations. New 
Christians have been told that they 
cannot share in redistribution of 
the fields unless they ‘repent’ of 
their Christianity. 


“Chinese clergy and lay workers 
are arrested and charged with be- 
ing American spies or ‘tools of im- 
perialists. Many of these people 
disappear after being arrested. A 
doctrine teacher arrested in 
Kwangsi in June has not been 
heard from since. 

“Three Chinese priests attached 
to the Maryknoll Diocese of Kong- 
moon were arrested on July 20 
along with 16 teachers and stu- 
dents. They were accused of being 
American spies, of owning ‘sound- 
less guns, and radio transmitters. 
The priests were beaten and sub- 
jected to various tortures includ- 
ing electrical shock treatments to 
make them confess. 

„On August 15, one of the 
priests was taken through the 
streets of Kochow bound hand and 
foot with heavy chains. His face 
and legs were badly swollen from 
the beatings he had received. He 
was placed on a chair in front of 
his church with a placard which 
read, ‘Look well at this man. Ob- 
serve how a person deserving the 
death penalty is treated.’ 

“At a Maryknoll mission in the 
Wuchow Diocese the Christians 
were gathered for night prayers 
when a company of communist sol- 
diers entered, the church. They 
broke up the services and told the 
Christians that they could never 
pray in public again. The next 


day a notice was posted in town 
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which read, ‘Anyone seen talking 
with the priest will be machine- 
gunned on the spot.’ 


First Hand Report 


“An American preist from the 
Kongmoon ese reports, Last 
Sunday I heard a commotion at 
the mission gate, and found sol- 
diers standing at various plates 
around the mission property. For 
two days a thorough search was 
made of the mission. Sunday, 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
the investigators slept here, watch- 
ed my every move. Later I heard 
that we were supposed to have 
shells, weapons, a radio transmit- 
ter, and two radios concealed at 
the mission. Our doctrine teacher, 
two women teachers, and a Chris- 
tian woman were also taken into 
custody. I do not know the 
charges but I am told that the 
eatechist's father is supposed to 
have gotten opium from me to sell. 
“Fantastic” doesn’t half describe 
the situation.’ 


“A missioner from New York, 
who during the war gave almost 
200,000 treatments in a single year 
at his dispensaries, is under house 
arrest. Another missioner from 
Ohio was subjected to three hours 
of brutal questioning when he re- 
fused to open the tabernacle in 
his church so that the Reds could 
examine the Blessed Sacrament. A 
Maryknoll Brother who ran an in- 
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A beby may not be able to lift 
much, but it can hold a marriage 
together —O. A. Battista 
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dustrial school to train Chinese 
youth was forced to close the 
school. He has since been arrest- 
ed and imprisoned. 


“In Canton, Catholic and Pro- 
testant groups were told that they 
must undergo communist training. 
They were advised that if they felt 
the need of a God, they could con- 
sider either Stalin or Lenin as their 
god. 
“Christian schools have been 
closed down or taken over com- 
pletely by the Reds. The children 
are indoctrinated in communism. 
Prayer is called a waste of time. 
In a city in Shansi, 70 Catholic 
workmen were punished and sen- 
tenced to several thousand work- 
ing days because they had taken 
the time on a Sunday to attend 
Mass. 

“While because of communist 
censorship figures are not yet 
available for Maryknoll missions 
in South China, two non-Mary- 
knoll territories in other parts of 
China have compiled figures to 
show the extent of Red harass- 
ment. In a Hopeh diocese only 
three churches out of 150 churches 
and chapels are allowed to hold 
public services. In a Shansi dio- 
cese eight out of nine centrally lo- 
cated churches were confiscated by 
the Reds. Sixty out of 67 other 
churches were closed. Every Cath- 
olic school in the diocese, includ- 
ing the seminary, was confiscated.

Chinese people without seeking 
anything in return. They look for 
the “catch” and not finding one, 
accuse American missioners of be- 
ing spies. 

“A new reason for the wave of 
terrorism sweeping South China is 
seen in the fact that this area is 
of great strategic value for any 
Red drive into Southeast Asia, and 
that the Reds would not want 
Americans around if such a drive 
was in preparation. In addition 
Kwangtung and Kwangsi is the 


strongest area of Chiang Kai- 


Shek’s strength, and the commun- 
ists are jittery. The Communists 


are seeking to destroy any resis- 


tance in this territory. For exam- 
ple, on December 21 thousands of 
Chinese were arrested in Wuchow 
City, and numbers are being ex- 
ecuted daily. 


“At the present time Maryknoll 
has over 140 American priests, 
Brothers and Sisters in South 
China, the largest single group of 
Americans. Up until a few weeks 
ago action against them was large- 
ly by individuals personally hos- 
tile to religion. It did not appear 
to be the result of any over-all 
directives from higher up. How- 
ever, since the cold reception given 
to the Chinese delegation at the 
United Nations, the policy against 
American missions seems to have 
been set by high authorities, and 
put into force. 

“What the future holds for 
Maryknoll missioners in South 
China, no one can foresee. In ac- 
cordance with directives given by 
the Holy See following the agelong 
tradition of the Church, Mary- 
knollers are remaining at their 
posts as long as they can. How- 


ever, even if they were told to 


withdraw, it would be very diffi- 
eult to get them out of China. For- 
eigners must apply for an exit 
permit and then wait three to six 
— before any action is taken 
on it. 


Every application for an exit 
permit must carry a promise that 
the departant will not act against 
China after being released. This 
promise must be guaranteed in 
writing by three Chinese business- 
men. Few Chinese businessmen 
care to risk their property which 
can be confiscated if the promise 
is broken in any way. Likewise, 
few missioners care to ask a busi- 
nessman even to run such a risk. 


“Maryknoll missioners are only 
interested in helping the people 
among whom they work to a more 
abundant life here and hereafter. 
They are not engaged in any poli- 
tical activity for such is forbidden 
by their calling. They hold no ani- 
mosity even when subjected to the 
trials and tribulations they are new

Octave And Convert 


JUST a few years ago, four to be exact, Korea was a peaceful 

land. In January, 1947, she was the most recent land to adopt 
the Church Unity Octave movement which was encouraged by 
gg oe Ro Okamoto, Vicar Apostolic of Seoul. 

, confronting the crisis now focused on Korea, this 
48-year-old prayer movement is designed to bring about the 
‘promised one fold and one Shepherd. The prayers of the Octave 
have been translated into more than a dozen different languages, 
indicating the world-wide spread of this observance inaugurated 
by the late Father Paul James Francis, founder of the Society 
of the Atonenient at Graymoor Monastery, Garrison, New York. 

Father Paul, an Anglican convert, brought his religious com- 
munity into the Church in 1909, a year after he had established 
the devotion of the Chair bf Unity Octave for the reunion of 
Christendom. Since then, the Octave has been approved and en- 
couraged by the Popes, and has been endowed with many indul- 
gences. Outstanding observances are held in Alaska, the Philip- 
pines, Ireland, England, France, Germany, Italy, Greece, India 
and China, as well as in other countries. 

The son of an Anglican minister, Lewis Thomas Wattson 
was born January 16, 1863, at Millington, Maryland. Lewis re- 
ceived his high church education from his father and was later 
ordained from the same school where his father had been expelled 
under suspicion of being a “Jesuit in disguise.” 

After several years as minister in a parish and superior of a 
small group of unmarried Anglican clergy in Omaha, Nebraska, 
the Rev. Mr. Wattson and Lurana White, together set out to found 
the Society of the Atonement. They chose the site of an abandoned 
Episcopalian chapel close to Garrison-on-the-Hudson, as the -loca- 
tion of their new work. (It was around this time that the Anglican 
minister was convinced that the papal claims were true and he 
had intentions of entering the Catholic Church. However, he post- 
poned action upon these intentions until a later time.)

College Student Tells Story Of Church U nity 


Priest Who Started. It

The year 1899 saw the undiscouraged minister working 
earnestly under a leaky roof of an old paint shed lent by a neigh- 
boring farmer. No rain was too wet, nor weather too cold for this 
ambitious leader who worked on copy for a magazine he intended 
to publish as soon as he had sufficient money, to help raise funds 
to build a monastery. This magazine was later published under 
the title of The Lamp. It had as its motto, “That all may be one.” 

A chicken coop nearby was later converted into shelter for the 
tramps and strays who found their way to Graymoor. This was the 
beginning of St. Christopher’s Inn, which, in the process of 40 
years, gave shelter to 52,000 homeless wanderers. 

Meanwhile, Anglicans made great protests against the edi- 
torials appearing in The Lamp, editorials asserting that “since 
the 16th century the Church of England has been a prodigal 
daughter in her father’s house.” 

In spite of protests, the time had come when Father Paul 
announced to his new order of Episcopalian Franciscans: “The 
Pope is the supreme head of the Church and I call on the Anglican 
Communion to repudiate the doctrine of the Reformation which 
denied this.” 

On January 18, 1908, the first Chair of Unity Octave was 
observed. The eight days of prayer for the intention of the unity 
of Christendom saw thousands of Catholics and Anglicans alike 
joining in on this octave. 

It was a year later, that the entire Society of the Atonement, 
then consisting of two friars, five sisters and ten tertiaries, entered 
the Catholic Church. 

Today, a large friary, a College, a monastery, St. Christopher’s 
Inn and a shrine to St. Anthony replace the paint shed and chicken 
coop on the site of the Garrison-on-the-Hudson in New York. There 
are many men who still remember and will never forget Father 
Paul James Francis. It was at his funeral in 1940 that one of 
them remarked, “We lost the best friend we ever had.”

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Biography Of Bishop Noll 


‘How Is Our Sunday Visitor? Is Popes Greeting

FROM Constantinople, Msgr. Noll 
and his cousin went north 
through the Balkans—through Bul- 
ia and Yugoslavia — entering 
taly at Trieste. From there they 
went on down through Venice, Gen- 
oa, Milan, and Florence, arriving 
in Rome during Holy Week. 

Cardinal Mundelein arranged a 

rivate audience with Pope Pius 

I for them, and as soon as Msgr. 
Noll entered the throne-room, 
was delighted at being met by the 
Holy Father with the question: 

“How is Our Sunday Visitor 
getting along?” 

The two priests also saw the 
new American Cardinals—Munde- 
lein and Hayes—dedicate the Re- 
creation Center for Italian Youth 
put up near St. Peter’s by the 
American Knights of Columbus. 
The Knights had been asked to 
start their work mainly beeause 
the Holy Father knew that they 
had charge of such work during the 
War, and that the V. M. C. A. in- 
tended to remain on the job in 
Rome after the War. This occasion- 
ed the report in this country that 
the Knights were spending $1,000,- 
000 to drive the Methodists out of 

me. 

The story has — never 
been told that Ed Hearn, who had 
at one time been Supreme Knight 
of the Knights of Columbus in the 
United States, and who at this 
time was supervising their recrea- 
tional work in the Holy City, be- 
came a bosom friend of Pope Pius 
XI and was frequently invited to 

nd a half hour or so with the 

oly Father in his own apartments 
after the close of his heavy day’s 
work. Pope Pius wanted to dedi- 
eate the two buildings in person— 
one for boys and one for girls, so 
elose to St. Peter’s. 


This was before the Concordat 
entered with Mussolini, when it was 
the policy of the Holy Father not 
to leave the Vatican, not to set 
foot on extra-territorial property. 
The Pope even consulted with Car- 
dinal ve te about it, and only 
the night before the dedication did 
the Pope send word to Mr. Hearn 
that he would have the two Ameri- 
can Cardinals, who were then pre- 
sent in Rome, each dedicate one of 
the buildings. Monsignor Noll and 
his cousin were present at the cere- 
mony, which was attended by a 


great many of the highest digni- 


taries in Rome. 


Protestants In Rome 


Msgr. Noll was a little surprised 
at the extent of Protestant activi- 
ties in this world-center of Catholi- 
cism, so that he took copious notes 
on the situation as an answer to 
those who might contend that Prot- 
estantism lacks freedom where 
Catholicism prevails. 

He found the Waldensians, the 
only native Protestant sect in Italy, 
with two churches in Rome and a 
theological seminary. The Luther- 
ans had one church, the Presby- 
terians one, the Episcopalians 
three, but—as he noted—“they at- 
tend to their own business.” 

The American Methodists and 
Baptists, however, while having 
only two churches with a very 
small following, were very aggres- 
sive and openly offensive to the 
Catholics—so much so that they 
elicited rebukes from the daily 
press. 

They had schools and a theologi- 
cal seminary in Rome—the Bap- 
tists also supporting an orphanage 
and a large school for girls—the 
Crandon Institute, named after its 
founder. The Methodists had a sort 
of hostelry for young people, and 


an institute for young women, the 
gift of a Mrs. Sheppard

There he found nothing 
more than a large house where a 
few boys, chiefly from the Balkans, 
were being trained for the ministry 
at American expense. The architect 
called on the head of the house and 
asked when he intended to build. 
It developed that he had not the 
slightest intention of expanding. 
There was danger of the ground 
sliding, he said. 

The architect also took a snap- 
shot of the little place. Msgr. Noll 
sent this back to Our Sunday Visi- 
tor for a cut, together with an 
article pointing out that his accus- 
ers were the ones who were falsi- 
fying. Their picture of the “Metho- 
dist College in Rome” was nothing 
more than a sketch that had never 
got beyond the dream stage. 

In fact, Msgr. Noll concluded, 
despite fifty years of effort on the 
part of the Protestants in Rome, 
the total number of Methodists, 
Baptists, Anglicans, Lutherans, 
and Presbyterians came to less 
than four thousand—and included 
in that number were many non- 
Romans. 

In 1924, it seemed to him that 
everyone with a sincere interest in 


the country was behind Mussolini, 
and business was practically unani- 
mous in supporting him.

WE started talking about mys- 
teries last week, and about the 
mystery of the Mass. Now I’m go- 
ing to tell you a very mysterious 
thing that will help you to begin 
exploring the mystery of the Mass. 


Did you know that for God ev- 
erything is NOW? 


He doesn’t say to Himseif (as 
you or I might expect): 


“What a long time it is since I 
made the world, and yet I remem- 
ber putting it in the Atlantic as 
if it was yesterday.” 

Nor does He 
ever think: 

“One of these 
days, next year 
perhaps, I must 
make a few 
more stars.” 

He doesn’t re- 
member in that 
way, or look 
forward, be- 
cause for Him the making of the 
world and of us and the end of the 
world are all NOW. That is mys- 
terious all right, isn’t it? 


Perhaps we can see it a little 
more clearly if we think of an 
eagle soaring in the sky, high up 
above a country road. If you were 
walking along that road, you could 
only see a little way in front of 
you, and remember only a short 
bit of the road you had walked 
along. But the eagle, if he was 
high enough, and if his eyes are

as marvelous as they are supposed 


to be, could see the whole road 
in one glance. 


Well, whether the eagle eould 
see it so or not, that is how 
God sees things — He sees the 
whole history of the world all in 
one glance—everything that has 
ever happened and everything that 
will happen. 


It’s very important to know that 
particular truth about God. You'll 
see why in a moment, but first 
of all, tell me this: Besides being 
happy, is there anything special 
that Our Lord does in heaven? 
Have you ever thought about that? 


Yes, there is. Our Lord always 
shows God, the Father, how He 
died on the cross for our sins, and 
asks forgiveness for us because 
of all He suffered for us. 


Remember, for God, the Crucifix 
is NOW, just like everything else 
is NOW for Him. So Our Lord 
doesn’t say: “Remember my 
death.” He says: “Look at My 
death.” 


There is nothing in the world 
more important for us than to join 
in with our Lord in doing that. But 
although everything is now for 
God, to us, Calvary is very long 
ago and far away, and heaven 
seems very far off too.

The Family: Bible

[DURING the traditional visit to Grandpa and Grandma’s 
in the Christmas season just passed, little Susan, a first 


garder at St. Joseph’s School, 


was intrigued as usual at the 


many antiques in the old homestead. Each year she seems 
to discover something added to Granny’s collection. 
In the evening as all the relatives were gathered in the

large living room, in came Susan 
earrying an oversize and obviously 
heavy book. 

“Tt found it again,” she said glee- 
fully as she deposited her treasure 
on Grandma’s lap with a sigh of 
relief. “I go to school now and 
I learned to read. May I read it 
this time, Granny?” 

The big book with its front 
pages covered with writing—all 
the dates of birth, marriage, death, 
etc.—and its appendix pages in 
the rear plastered with small pho- 
tos of each member of the family 
tree for three generations had 
always been an object of curious 
interest to Susan. At every family 
reunion Granny had religiously 
read some passages from St. Luke 
or St. Mark, etc., as the case may 
be, relating to the feast of the 
season. 

From her regular place on 
Granny’s knee, Susan had eyed 
the large letters on the printed 
page, and Granny had always said, 

When you go to school, then you 
ean read these stories.” 

Of course a first grader does 
mot have a large reading vocabu- 
lary in four months’ time, so Gran- 
ny had to help Susan over some of 
the “big words.” 


Reading The Bible 


Septuagesima Sunday is set 
aside each year for the observance 
of Biblical Sunday. Contrary to 
prevaient non-Catholic opinion 
that Catholics are not allowed to 
read the Bible, the past few years 
have shown a marked increase in 
the purchase of Bibles by Catholics. 
Many members of the Hierarchy 
have issued nastoral letters and 
special sermon outlines on the 


—— 


Bible in advance of the observance 
of Biblical Sunday. In some locali- 
ties the leaders of the diocesan 
Confraternities of Christian Doc- 
trine as well as the members of 
the Catholic Biblical association 
have promoted its observance on 
a local basis. 


All these efforts have stimulated 
the faithful to the reading, study, 
and general use of the Bible in 
the Catholic home. With the ex- 
cellent new translations, including 
that of Monsignor Knox, available, 


la copy of the Bible should be 
found in every home. It should not 
lie idly upon the shelf of the 
bookcase, or upon the parlor table 
or stand, but should be used regu- 
larly by the members of the fam- 
ily. It has been said that St. 
Anthony of Padua knew the Bible 
by heart; yet, in his day books 
were scarce. 

St. Anthony’s achievement may 
not be attained or even desired by 
many, but in some small measure 
it can readily be emulated. Both 
the Old and the New Testament 
contain many beautiful passages, 
not too long, that could be taught 
to the smaller children as memory 
verses. These would be no more 
difficult for them to memorize 
than are the many fairy tales and 
Mother Goose rhymes. 


The Lord’s Prayer, the Eight 
Beatitudes, verses from Isaias on 
the prophecies relating to the Birth 
of Christ, those referring to His 
Passion and Death, and some of 
the shorter psalms can well serve 
this same purpose. Even the very 
small, the pre-school child can be 
taught a few of them. The writer 


has known of a three-year-old 
who could recite the Litany of the 


Blessed Virgin Mary. This may 
be exceptional, but it shows what 
can be done. 


. Certain psalms and hymns in the 
Bible may be used as prayers by 
the whole family. For example, the 
129th Psalm is the prayer of a 
sinner trusting in the mercies of 
God; the 130th Psalm is a prayer 
of resignation to God’s will; the 
119th Psalm is a prayer against 
ie enemies; the 122nd 
Im is a prayer in affliction. 

One of the most beautiful hymns 
of praise to the glory of God is 
the Canticle of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, “The Magnificat,” which 
begins, “My soul doth magnify 
the Lord, and my spirit hath re- 
joiced in God, my Saviour.” It is 
as a grand outburst of love from 
the soul to its Creator. 

Needless to say, little Susan is 
interested in the Bible. Where the 
practice of reading the Holy Book 
is established in the home, it will 
carry on. 
readily be aroused and increased 
if they are made a part of the 
family program in the reading of 
Sacred Scripture. There is no bet- 


ter time to initiate such a pro- 
gram than today, Biblical Sunday.

Our First Cana Conference

WE had decided to attend a Cana 
Conference.

“Why was Cana Started?” In 
the Cana Catechism by Dan Ger- 
trude Cleary and Ed and Mary 
Jane McCarthy (published by St. 
Ann’s Pamphlet Guild, 4001 Yuma 
Street N. W., Washington 16, D. 
C.) we found the answer: “To 
help married couples to live a Chris- 
tian life in modern society; to fo- 
cus their attention on the fact that 
most of their problems are shared 
by other married couples, to make 
deposits in and withdrawals from 
the bank of common experience; to 
bring such couples together in the 
common cause of resisting un- 
wholesome social pressures; to 
help them inerease in grace 
through their marriage.“ 

Those parishes fortunate enough 
to have Cana Conferences hold 
these meetings four times a year. 
At a first Cana Conference given 
in a Long Island parish recently 
the priest explained that Cana is 
a “lay movement.” He said priests 
are merely the servants, like the 
servants at the marriage feast. 

The first topic is the “Husband- 
Wife 2 and the second 
is the Parent Child Relationship.“ 
They have about sixteen to 
now, a new one being on the “i 
law,” subject which the housing 
and post war period brought into 
prominence. 

After Cana Conferences are held 
the couples often unite to form a 


four conferences, learning about 


the movement and more particular- 
ly about Catholic family life. 


What's The Purpose? 
The Cana Catechism also an-

“Cana is 
going to manifest itself spiritually 
in the effect upon the souls of the 
couples who seek for perfection in 
their own married state and those 
who will be edified by this example:

Our retreat master was Father 
J. Fisher, S.J. At our first confer- 
ence he made us aware of the 
shortness of time and of the im- 
portance of making the most of it. 


Father Fisher reminded us that 
we are all called to perfection. 
Most of us feel satisfied, even 
smug, with ourselves when we 
obey the Ten Commandments and 
the Precepts of the Church. Any- 
thing over and above is for priests 
and nuns, not for the laity. Father 
dismissed that idea as nonsense. 


We are expected to become per- 
fect no matter what our vocation 
may be. If it is that of a husband 
and father, then we are called to 
fulfill the duties of that state as 
perfectly as is in our power. 


In other words, when it comes 
to the individual soul, whether that 
soul belongs to a husband or a 
wife, a priest or a nun the sky’s 
the limit! We can become as holy 
as we wish. It is up to us. God 
wants us to be perfect. He is wait- 
ing with outstretched Hands to 
shower us with the graces that we 
need to become clese to Him. 


Father Fisher stressed the need 
for reparation.

Berlin—Thousands of. German children whose parents 
now residing in the Soviet zone of Germany can no longer 
attend Catholic or Protestant parochial schools in the West- 
ern sectors of this former German capital under the stipu- 
lations of a new school law promulgated by the communist 


Under this law all children be- 


tween seven and 18 must enroll in 
the public schools of their resi- 
dential districts and may not 
cross the borders to attend insti- 
tutions which are beyond the con- 
trol of the East German govern- 
ment. 


The measure is regarded as but 
another sign of growing tension 
between church and state in East 
Germany. This tension has been 
mounting in recent months and 
was evidenced by a communist de- 
cree banning importation of all 
Western religious literature term- 
ed “illegal,” and by the threats of 
communist officials to forbid jur- 
isdiction of church authorities re- 
siding in western Germany over 
both clergy and faithful in the 
eastern zone.

John C. Campbell 
Explains Policy 
In Yugoslavia 


Notre Dame, The United States 
policy toward Tito’s Yugoslavia 
resulted in real strategic and 
olitical gains, John C. Campbell, 
icer in e of Balkan 
Affairs for the U. S. State Depart- 
ment, declared Wednesday, Jan. 10 
in an address at the University of 
Notre Dame. 

Mr. Campbell spoke at Notre 
Dame under the auspices of the 
University’s Committee on Inter- 
national Relations, which is par- 
tially financed by a grant from the 
Rockefeller Foundation. He spoke 
on “American Policy and Tito’s 
Yugoslavia.” 

he State Department official 
told the Notre Dame audience that 
our aid and comfort to a Commu- 
nist government has been given not 
because we approve of the policies 
and methods of that government, 
but because the international sit- 
uation is what it is today. There 
have been no spectacular results 
under present courses of action, but 
they surely have benefited the Yu- 
goslav people more than if we had 
refused air or, in trying to place 
impossible conditions on our aid, 


had jeopardized the major policy 


objectives which the aid was in- 
tended to accomplish, Mr. Campbell 
explained. 

he essential fact is that “the 
Yugoslav people, with whom we 
have the greatest sympathy after 
the terrible experience they have 
been through in the last decade, 
are now free from Soviet domina- 
tion,” Mr. Campbell said. The west- 
ward limit of Soviet power now 
runs through the middle of the Bal- 
kan peninsula, Mr. Campbell told 
the audience, “Italy can breathe 
more easily. Trieste is no longer a 
world danger spot,” he declared.

New York —(NC)— Consoli- 
dation of Associated Services for 
the Armed Forces with the United 
Service Organizations has been 


approved by special committees of 
two organizations. 


This was announced here in a 
7 statement by A 8. 

irestone, Jr., president of USO, 
which has been on a stand-by bas- 
is since its deactivation a year ago 
and by Robert. Dechert, nationa 
chairman of ASAF. Members and 
the boards of directors of the two 
organizations must approve the 
consolidation before it can become 
effective. 


“The consolidated organization 
will be known as the ‘United Ser- 
vice Organizations, Inc.,’” the 
Firestone-Dechert statement said. 
“Tt will carry on under the familiar 
wartime banner of USO the work 
heretofore carried on by both USO 
and ASAF.” 


Some time ago the.special plann- 
ing committees were appointed to 
study possibility of consolidating 
the two groups to best serve “the 
spiritual, religious, social, welfare 
and educational needs of the men 
and women of the Armed Forces.” 
A plan and time schedule for the 
consolidation have now been unani- 
mously approved at a joint meet- 
ing of the committees. Approval 
by the directors is expected as 
soon as meetings can be scheduled. 


Associated Services for the 
Armed Forces, Inc., is made up of 
the National Catholic Community 
Service, the Young Men’s Christ- 
jan Association and the Jewish 
Welfare Board.

Makes Stained Glass 
Fatima Scene With 
Glass From Bottles 


Sydney, Australia — (NC) — A 
former taxi-driver, turned stain- 
glass artist, has just completed the 
first stained-glass window of Our 
Lady of Fatima to be erected in 
Australia. 


The artist is regarded as one of 
the leading liturgical workers in 
stained glass. He uses glass from 
beer bottles as material ause of 
its peculiar amber color. 


The window is in the parish 
Church of St. Mary Kyneton, which 
was dedicated to Our Lady of the 
Rosary nearly a century ago. It 
is set in an excellently lighted pos- 
ition on the Epistle side of the 
church, and depicts the appearance 
of Our Lady to the three children 
at Fatima. 


Our Lady is shown in a pure 
white cloak over a white dress em- 
broidered in gold, standing on 
clouds of blue-white surmountin 
a stunted oak tree, the leaves 
which show in a clouded haze.

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Notre Dame Head Reviews 
Students Draft Problems 


Notre Dame—Problems facing students at the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame in view of the current military situation 
were reviewed Friday, January 12 by the Rev. John J. 
Cavanaugh, C.S.C., President of Notre Dame, at a general 
convocation of the Notre Dame student body in the univer- 


sity drill hall. 


In reviewing the present crisis,> 


Father Cavanaugh asked that 
Netre Dame students approach the 
situation calmly, and especially to 
obtain definite and accurate in- 
formation before voluntarily leav- 
ing college to enter the . armed 
forces. The armed forces, he re- 
minded the students, need quali- 
fied specialists such as are being 
roduced by colleges and universit- 
les, and are considering various 
plans in which qualified students 
might remain in school to obtain 
this specialized training. 


According to present draft law, 
all students may have their induct- 
ion postponed until June, 1951, the 
end of the regular school year, 
Father Cavanaugh explained. And 
students in the upper one-half of 
their class may be classified as 
II-A and be deferred for one year, 
with a possible renewal. He also 
reviewed the plan of the Selective 
Service Committee on Scientific, 
Professional, and Specialized Pef- 
sonnel, appointed by General Her- 
shey. This plan recommends that 
young men of high academic cal- 
iber be permiitted to enter college 
and be deferred until completion of 
their college course.

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Units of the Naval ROTC and 
the Air Force ROTC currently are 
in operation at Notre Dame. Fath- 
er Cavanaugh told the students 
that the services may desire to ex- 
pand these units, according to the 
need for increased officer person- 
nel from the colleges. 


Father Cavanaugh further point- 
ed out that in addition to the 
ROTC units, two other officer can- 
didate potentialities are available 
on the campus. Applications are 
being accepted from freshmen and 
sophomores, he said, for a Marine 
Corps “Platoon Leaders Class,” 
which has been operating for sev- 
eral years. Under present law 
freshmen and sophomores accepted 
in this program will continue their 
regular college work and receive 
deferment until June, 1953. The 
program which leads to a second 
lieutenant commission in the Mar- 
ines, requires students to receive 
training at a Marine base during 
the summers, and after graduation 


or call to active duty to attend the 


Marine Basic School for 
commissioned officers. 


The other Marine program, de- 
tails of which will be announced 
later by the Marine Corps, will be 
open to qualified college seniors, 
who later would be required to 
attend Officers Candidate School 
and the Marine Basic School. 


Father Cavanaugh assured the 
Notre Dame student body that the 
University is desirous of doing 
whatever is possible, and at the 
same time consistent with good 
academic standards, to assist stu- 
dents withdrawing for military 
service during a semester for 
which they are registered.

year-old Puerto Rican who came to 


the United States 5% years ago, 
has lost both legs above the knee 
and one arm above the elbow. His 
remaining arm is intact. 


Wounded last November, he had 
his confession heard in a Korean 
base hospital and a few days later 
received Holy Communion in Wal- 
ter Reed Hospital here. He had 
been in Korea about four months 
before he was wounded—and he 
doesn’t know what caused his in- 
juries. 


Ward nurses and the Catholic 
chaplain agree that “Andy” never 
has any complaints, and his morale 
is high. One of his main interests 
is a television set that a well- 
wisher in Washington gave him. 


Born in Aibonite in central 


Puerto Rico, Corporal Gomez at- 
tended two years of high school in 
that Caribbean possession of the 
U.S. and came to America in June, 
1945, to further his education. He 
got a job in Baltimore and attended 
night school, studying electricity. 

A few days after arriving in Bal- 
timore he made his first Holy 
Communion. 

In September, 1948, he joined 
the Army and was stationed at 
Breckenbridge, Ky. He went 
overseas May 4, 1949. 

Corporal Gomez’ parents are in 
Puerto Rico, and haven't seen him 
since he was wounded. An aunt 
from Baltimore visits him regular- 
ly, however. Medical corpsmen 
from Puerto Rico at the hospital 
also drop in to chat. There is one
